He receives the President of the Hun 
garian Cabinet at 7; holds a general recep- 
tion from 9 to 11:80, during which time he 
listens to the petitions, complaints, and 
presentations of hundreds of people, and 
receives from 12 m, to 8 p. m. the entireCab- 
inet in executive seasion.

It was assumed by buhay at the time that 
the Joint High commission had. proven a 
failure and doubts were expressed, and are 
still, as to whether the comm’ssion will 
ever meet again, though its adjournment 
was until Aug. 2. It is now expected the 
commission will resume its sittings in 
August. Whether such resumption will de- 
pend upon the status of the Alaska boun- 
dary dispute is, of course, known ‘only to 
the commission. There is, however, no 
present reason why the commission may 
not resume its sittings, if not in August, 
at the call of the chairmen ‘of the respective 
boards in the fall. 

The crux of the boundary dispute: is the 
submission of the quéstion to arbitration. 
The British commissioners wished the 
whole subject referred to arbitration on | 
conditions similar to the Venezuela boun-— 
‘dary dispute. The American commis- 
sioners, however, and rightly, held that the 
local conditions in Alaska were different 
and certain modifications should be intro- 
duced. The United States commission- 
ers held that the existing American tide 
water settlements should in any, event con- 
tinud to belong to America. In other 
words, they hold that Dyea and Skaguay | 
and the settlements’ in the Lynn/Canal, 
having been made in good faith by Ameri-. 
cans, should, not be disturbed, whatever 
rectification of boundary might ‘be made. 
elsewhere. As these settlements are with- 
in territory regarded for fifty years or 
more as Russian and afterward American, 
the justice of the American contention is 
evident. In fact, it must be regarded as 
a distinct concession that the American 
commissioners were willing under any cir- 
cumstances to submit the boundary line to 
arbitration. They have been animated, | 
however, by the feeling generally exist- 
ing in this country today that it is de- 
sirable all existing differences between the 
two countries should be amicably adjust- 
ed. It must be remembered, also, that 
there are twelve questions in all to be 
settled and that the agreements already 
arrived at by the ¢ommissioners are ten- 
tative, and the settlement of one can be 
accomplished only by an agreement as to 
all, There is also an even larger question, 
the Nicaragua Canal, that may be said to 
be involved. | 

In view of all these consideritions the 
present is not a suitable time for arbitrary 
decision. It is extremely desirable. that. 
these international differences be settled 
and they can only be disposed of by the 
parties entering upon the negotiations in a 
spirit of kindness, and mutual 
forbearance.

their uniforms peculiarly shaped medals and 
ribbons, known as those of the Royal Hu- 
mane society. Inasmuch as a good deal of 
ignorance prevails on the subject of this 
society, as well as concerning the ground 
for which the medals in question are con- 
ferred, it may be of interest to state the 
society was founded In 1774 with a view to 
the recovery of the apparently drowned and 
likewise for the purpose of rewarding those 
who had saved or attempted to save persons 
from death by drowning. The society soon 
secured royal patronage, was converted into 


-@ royal corporation by means of a royal 


charter, while not only was the royal mint 


instructed to strike the medals conferred by 
| the society, 
army and navy were authorized to wear the 


t officers and mien of the 
medais in question on the condition that 


they were worn on the right breast of the 


tunic or coat of the uniform, instead of the 


left, the latter being reserved for medals 


and decorations conferred by the sovereign. 
During the 125 years of its existence the 


society has been the recipient of many gifts 


and. bequests, so that today it is well en- 
dowed and always presided over by a mem- 
ber af the royal family. As an illustra- 
tion of the extent of its operations I may 
mention that during the last year 672 per- 
sons have been presented with medals for 
saving 686 lives and for endeavoring to 
save forty-five other lives of people who 
perished. Four hundred of these cases oc- 
curred in England, seventy in Ireland, twen- 
ty in Scotland, forty in England's: trans- 
nd twenty-eight at 
séa or abroad. Thirty-seven of these 
awards went to the navy, fifty to the army, 
and forty-one to the police. ; 

It need scarcely be added that the medals 
are worn with a certain amount. of pride, 
since they indicate gallantry and courage, 
and I question whether Lord Charles Beres- 
ford does not prize his Royal Humane so- 
ciety medal, earned by plunging overboard 
into a shark infested sea to save thé Hfe ofa 
drowning sailor, more than his Order of the 
Bath and all the other decorations and war 
medals that adorn his breast. 

I have often wondered why nothing of the 
kind is started here in the United States, 
where practically no means exist of suitably 
rewarding feats of heroism, such as those 
for which the Royal Humane society medal 
is conferred. In order to endow an Amert- 
can medal of this kind with the same value 
as that possessed by the medal of the Eng- 
l Royal Humane society, the American 

lation should be an essentially na- 
tional affair in that sense that it should not 
be restricted to any single State. Any s0- 
ciety thus formed on this side of the At- 
lantic might likewise take upon itself to 
reward in an analogous manner the saving 
of life at fires, in the case of mine ex- 

Medals such as these cannot be considered 
in any way as monarchical trinkets or in- 
stitutions, and provided care was observed 
to prevent any abuse of their distribution 
they would become as much of a badge of 
honor as they are in Europe, and would cer- 
tainly figure with more propriety on Ameri- 
can breasts than so many of the shooting 
society badges and similar insignia that 
so often disfigure the American uniforms, | 


| There is no court in the world where gos-

Just at present ites principal and all- 
absorbing subject is the difference between 
the Kaiser and his brother-in-law, Prince 
Frederick Leopold of Prussia, popularly 
known as the * Gigerl Kénig,’’ or *‘ King of 
the Dudes,’ the only Prussian Prince of the 
blood, by the bye, who has ever visited this 
country. | 
-The origin of the trouble between the two 
brothers-in-law is the pronounced taste for 
stimulants Prince Frederick Leopold has in- 
herited from his father, Prince Frederick 
Charles, the celebrated cavalry General, to 
whom Metz surrendered in 1870, and who 
was the most 
tire Germany army. 
If reports current at the court of Berlin 
are to be believed, Prince Frederick Leopold 
has communicated to his wife, a sister of the 
Kaiserin, his taste for stimulants, which 
accounts for the fact that the Empress saw 
so little of her sister when the latter was 
living at Potsdam and at Berlin. 
About two years ago Prince Frederick 
Leopold and his wife, who possess an ex- 
quisite country seat at Glienecke, near Pots- 
dam, and a magnificent palace at Berlin, and 
who are exceedingly fond of the metropolis 
ana its pleasures, were suddenly transfcrred 
to Cassel, the dullest place in all Germany, 
where the Prince was ordered to assume the 
command of the troops there. Nor were they 
permitted to take up their residence in the 


Emperor's palace at Wilhelmshohe, at Cas- 


sel, where Napoleon III. remained in gilded 
captivity during the war of 1870, but were 
assigned to a much humbler residence in the 
town. This fact caused widespread com- 
ment, as the palace in question remains 
empty eleven months of the year, being only 


occupied fur a fortnight or three weeks by 


thé Emperor, the Empress, and their ciiul- 
dren. | 
Of e¢ourse this transfer from Berlin to 
Cassel was justly regarded as a banishment 
from court, and it was'the result of an epi- 
sode which had taken place a short time 
previously. One day the Berlin newspapers 
rélated that Princess Frederick Leopold had 
been almust killed by being thrown from her 
horse and dragged for several hundred 
yards, her foot catching in the stirrup. A 
week later it was semi-officially announced 
that both the Prince and the Princess haa 
been ordered under arrest—that is to say, 


they were restricted by order of the Emperor 


to the limits of their estate at Glienecke and 
forbidden to appear at court for the space of 


three months. . | 
The whispered explanation given for this 


‘action on the part of the Emperor was that 


when the Princess fell from her horse it 
was because she had been dining not wisely 
but too well, and that she had fallen off 
without any fault on the part of her steed, 
while the Prince was so much under the 
influence of drink that he sat on his horse 
looking helplessly at his wife without mak- 
ing the slightest attempt to help her. In- 
deed, had ‘not the afd-de-camp in waiting 
seized hold of the Princess’ bridle there Is 
no knowing what would have occurred. This 
was by no means the only incident of an 
analogous character calling for disciplinary 
measures against the Prince and Princess 
on the part of the Kaiser, and there had 
previously been several scandals of the same 
ind.

While his powder-begrimed and 
half-naked sailors were still cheering their 
comrades on the Oregon and answering 
cheers were coming back from the other 
ships of the squadron, while bands were 
playing “* The Star Spangled Banner,” and 
the whole fleet was wild with excitement, 
Captain Philip quietly called his officers and 
men about him and with bowed head and 
reverent voice offered thanks to the God of 
battles for the victory.
